In a test on the farm at the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois, alfalfa yields 
three times the amount of hay 
where phosphate and lime are used, 
as compared to no treatment.

Last 
year, for exam ple, while the a ir­ 
lines carried I,IOU,OOO passengers, 
the railroads transported 497,300,- 
000. Much larger planes than the 
present 21-passenger ships in gen­ 
eral use on m ajor,airlines are now 
available. The new Douglas DC-4 
now undergoing test flights on the 
w est coast can carry 40 passengers. 
It is the world’s largest land tra n s­ 
port plane, having a wing spread 
of 135 feet. Much of its equipment 
too qualifies as the world’s “larg ­ 
est.” Its tires, for instance, built 
by the B. F. Goodrich Company, 
stand five feet five inches, weigh 
360 pounds each and contain 45 
miles of tire cord. If traffic can be 
boosted sufficiently to w arrant the 
use tot these larger planes, real 
operating economies probably could 
be effected by the airlines.

The Shoem aker—Today very few 
“shoem akers” actually make shoes. 
They repair them . The name simply 
is a carryover from the pre-machine 
age when the shoe repair-m an also 
was the man who made the shoes. 
In Am erica there are some 85,000 
shoe repair shops, owned largely 
by men of Italian or Greek extrac­ 
tion. This is more than there were 
in 1929, the reason being th at in 
good tim es people often throw away 
shoes w ithout bothering to have 
them re-soled or re-heeled. The de­ 
mand for shoe repair work there­ 
fore improves when general busi­ 
ness gets worse and vice versa. It 
is estim ated th at the annual busi­ 
ness done bv shoe repair shops in 
A m erica am ounts to approxim ately 
8125,OOO,(KIO, m aking an exception­ 
ally low average of only $1,500 
per store. 
About 35 per cent of 
w hat the shoe repairer charges for 
fixing a pair of shoes goes for 
leather, rubber and other m aterials. 
Total business done 20 years ago 
was $550,000,(KH) and 15 years ago 
$375,000,000. 
In those days new 
shoes w ere more expensive than 
nowadays, and people had their 
shoes repaired over and over before 
discarding them.* *. *

Sofas Going Up—And chair too. 
F or reliable reports indicate that 
shortly after Labor Day furniture 
retailers plan to advance prices 
from five to IO per cent. The reas­ 
on is th at the cost of lumber and 
other raw m aterials has been going 
up during tho last few months and 
m anufacturers are finding it dif­ 
ficult to supply wholesalers and re­ 
tailers with furniture at form er 
prices. 
If the expected increases 
take effect, furniture prices would 
be restored to approxim ately the 
level prevailing last year.

“ Serve tomai<>es every day now 
that the height of the tom ato sea­ 
son is here, and serve them all next 
winter, too,” say home economics 
food and nutrition specialists from I 
the Departm ent of Home Keo nom- J 
ics, College of Agriculture, Uni­ 
versity of Illinois. 
They back up their suggestion 
with the tact that American appe­ 
tites for tomatoes have brought the 
commercial canning output up to 
12 times the amount canned a half 
century ago; that in the last ten 
I years the production of commercial 
jm ato juice increased 
over 72 
times. 
I^ast year’s output alone 
reached nearly 400 million cans, 
they say. 
That’s to say nothing of the 
hundreds of thousands of farm 
homemakers who will have a home 
grown supply of tomatoes avail­ 
able for canning and winter con­ 
sumption, says Miss Glenna Hen­ 
derson, foods specialist at the Uni­ 
versity. 
W ith the tomato season in Illinois 
at its peak in August and Septem ­ 
ber, Miss Henderson urges home­ 
m akers to can the vegetable which 
so 
nearly approxim ates oranges 
and lemons in its vitamin C content. 
Canning rules as given by Miss 
Henderson are: Use ripe, firm to­ 
matoes. 
Reject 
any 
which 
are 
m oldy or partly decomposed since 
a bit of off-flavor would soon spread 
throughout the jar. W ash the to­ 
matoes. Plunge them into boiling 
w ater to loosen the skins, then into 
cold water. Drain. Remove green 
spots and cor es completely ami slip 
off skins. Cut into desired sizes and 
pack solidly in the cans. Add 
teaspoon of salt to each pint. Fill 
the space in the jars with hot to­ 
mato juice. Partially seal the jars. 
Process them in the not w ater bath: 
pint and quart jars 40 minutes; No. 
2 tin cans, 30 minutes, and No. 31 
tin cans 30 minutes. 
Because tom atoes are acid they 
do not need to be processed in the 
pre>sure cooker, .Miss Henderson! 
explains. However, if homemakers | 
wish to use their pressure cookers,] 
they should not perm it the pressure! 
to exceed 5 {founds. Tomatoes, be­ 
cause of their acidity and because 
they are canned in the absence of 
air, retain almost their full value 
of vitamin C, she says.

Steeping sickness among horses 
in the vicinity of Barrington has 
spread to other farm s including the

on the place in order to prevent a 
wholesale spread among other rac­ 
ing and polo horses he has stabled 
there. One valuable horse was lost.

I • McIntosh estate near Palatine, 
William Nichols farm near Mc­ 
Henry, and the Elm er Schumaker 
farm near Barrington.

Tatge farm s reported the disease 
two weeks ago. 
It is believed that the sleeping 
sickness disease, which is not con­ 
tagious to humans, was carried into 
this state by Hies and mosquitoes 
from Iowa and other midwestern 
states where it has been prevalent 
for several years. One or two kill­ 
ing frosts will be necessary to stop 
the increase of the disease, bul it 
will probably continue next spring, 
veterinarians say.
